— Alarmed residents along the 
Gu lf of Mex ico watched care­ 
fu lly today the progress of a 
tropical 
storm, 
reported 
by 
w eather observ ers to be mov ing 
across the Gu lf at a point be­ 
tween 
Tampico 
and 
Browns­ 
v ille. 
J. W. Schnu rbu sch, Browns­ 
v ille w eather observ er, said the 
distu rbance, changing its cou rse, 
was located last 300 miles east of 
Tampico and 37 5 miles sou theast 
of Brownsv ille. It was mov ing a t 
an eight-m ile-an-hou r speed in 
a w est-northw esterly direction. 
All v essels in the Gu lf were 
warned by w eather bu reau bu l­ 
letins th a t the distu rbance was 
accompanied by winds of gale 
force and probably of hu rricane 
force near its center. 
Fearfu l lest the distu rbance 
dev elop into hu rricane propor­ 
tions, Brownsv ille and lower Rio 
G rande v alley residents boarded 
u p bu ildings and made all prep­ 
arations for a gale. 
The w eather bu reau a t Tam ­ 
pico predicted the storm proba­ 
bly wou ld strike the coast of 
northern Tam u pipas near the 
Tex as border either late today 
or Tu esday . It is not ex pected 
to tou ch Tampico.

W ashington, Ju ne 11 (/P) — 
Congress started to sprint down 
the 
hom estretch today toward 
Satu rday adjou rnm ent. 
A bill to make silv er o ne- 
fo urth o f the natio n’s metallic 
mo netary sto ck was the first o f 
three remaining hurdles. With 
debase limited, the senate ex ­ 
pected to pass the bill befo re 
nightfall. 
That will leav e the adminis­ 
tratio n ho using bill and the de­ 
ficiency appro priatio n o n the 
“ must” do cket. The appro pria­ 
tio n measure, which later will 
include $5 25 ,000,000 fo r dro ught 
relief, like the silv er bill, has al­ 
ready 
been passed 
by the 
ho use. 
Neither ho use no r senate has 
started wo rk o n the legislatio n 
to fo ster a gigantic ho me reno v a­ 
tio n pro gram. 
Only serio us industrial labo r 
tro uble, leaders say , will make it 
necessary , to pro lo ng the sessio n
